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FROM  MARVIN  SEGELMAN 

KPFK  held  its  last  marathon  in  December  of  1968  (how  can  we  forget  it?).  Since  that  time,  the  Watts 
Bureau  has  opened  and  is  now  in  full  swing.  The  Bureau  has  a  working,  paid  staff  of  four,  plus  regular 
volunteers,  and  holds  radio  training  classes  three  nights  a  week.  Several  programs  on  KPFK  originate  there 
(Tom  Reed,  Saturdays  at  four;  Frank  Greenwood,  Tuesdays  at  ten;  Ron  Dhanifu,  Saturdays  at  eight),  and 
more  will  be  forthcoming.  But  the  Bureau  is  not  designed  primarily  to  produce  programs.  It  is  a  training 
center  where  talented  potential  broadcasters  can  learn  the  skills  and  techniques  prerequisite  to  getting  jobs 
in  the  "industry."  Since  the  last  marathon,  KPFK's  programs  have  improved.  Remember  THE  FREE 
LUNCH  (cancelled  for  lack  of  available  staff  time)?  And  CHRONICLE  (cancelled  for  lack  of  producers  or 
production  equipment)?  In  July,  we  heard  some  of  the  best  programming  ever  produced  by  KPFK.  And 
since  August  we  have  added  Reviews  of  the  performing  arts  witli  Howard  Amacker,  of  music  with  our  own 
music  department,  and  of  politics  with  Chris  Koch  (this  replaces  "The  Free  Lunch").  We  even  have  some 
humor  Thursday  nights  with  the  McKelvey  and  Bob  Show;  and  some  new  music  with  Chicano  Jam  Session 
on  Saturday  mornings.  But  they  have  stretched  us  thin  once  again.  We  plan  to  initiate  an  evening's  live 
public  affairs  program  (to  replace  "Chronicle")  with  Chris  Koch  and  Andy  Getz  —  when  we  can  free  them 
from  marathoning. 

Since  the  last  maratlion,  the  transmitter  has  been  jacked  up  with  more  scotch  tape  and  bailing  wire  so  that 
KPFK  is  fairly  consistently  at  high  power,  and  we  have  had  almost  no  unscheduled  time  off  the  air.  Even 
so,  the  transnutter  and  antenna  system  on  Mount  Wilson  are  on  "borrowed  time"  and  major  work  will  soon 
be  required.  And  that  stereo  control  room,  which  last  December  had  only  one  stereo  tape  recorder,  now  has 
four.  There  are  also  two  record  players  and  two  microphones,  so  that  there  can  be  discussions  on  the  late 
night  programs  where  the  engineer  is  host. 

The  station  plans  soon  to  have  a  "remote  truck."  The  Public  Affairs  people  have  been  in  a  state  of  euphoria 
since  the  idea  came  up.  The  Music  Department  wants  to  use  the  truck  to  broadcast  live  concerts  from 
auditoriums  all  over  the  city  (and  save  all  the  cost  and  advance  notice  requirements  for  the  phone  company 
lines).  The  station  has  been  assured  of  a  substantial  pledge  during  the  marathon  toward  that  truck. 

But  machines  and  staffmembers  are  only  tools.  KPFK  is  the  voice  of  the  Sierra  Club  in  its  battle  to  preserve 
this  country's  natural  resources.  It  is  the  special  broadcast  outlet  for  Artur  Schnabel  fans.  It  broadcasts 
more  information,  criticism  and  discussion  about  the  art  community  in  Los  Angeles  than  any  other  radio 
station.  Draft  resistors  know  that  they  can  discuss  their  views  —  views  which  are  routinely  censored  on 
other  radio  and  television  stations.  Members  of  the  Panther  Party  can  talk  about  the  "Breakfasts  For 
Children"  program,  or  police  brutality.  Ron  Karenga  can  discuss  his  views  on  the  "Cultural  Revolution." 
Meditators,  drop-outs,  mystics  and  educators  all  know  that  at  KPFK  they  can  find  a  channel  for 
information  which  is  not  interrupted  every  twelve  minutes  with  a  plug  for  commercial  consumption.  KPFK 
is  the  voice  of  the  community  and  its  minorities. 

This  is  not  a  good  time  for  minorities.  At  this  writing,  Hartford  and  Ft.  Lauderdale  have  just  seen  major 
ghetto  riots.  Newark,  Berkeley,  Detroit,  Harlem,  Watts  and  Chicago  conjure  images  of  violence  and  ghetto 
revolt.  Police  brutality,  courts  martial,  the  Subversive  Activities  Control  Board,  tear  gas  and  concentration 
camps  are  everyday  vocabulary.  KPFK  is  the  minority,  too  ...  in  broadcasting.  The  Federal 
Communications  Commission  has  scheduled  hearings  this  fall  to  consider,  among  other  things,  whether  or 
not  Pacifica  may  continue  to  hold  an  Educational  license,  without  which,  would  not  be  able  to  broadcast. 
If  some  powerful  men  have  their  way,  KPFK  may  soon  become  a  thing  of  the  past. 

It  is  just  this  sort  of  milieu  —  one  of  general  socio-politico-economic  repression  —  in  which  a  truly 
independent  radio  station  is  needed  most. 

Now  it  is  time  to  announce  The  1969  Marathon,  which  will  begin  at  6:00pm  on  Friday,  October  10.  The 
goal  will  be: 

pressing  debts    $70,000. 

pressing  taxes    15,000. 

three  months'  expenses* 65,000. 

$150,000.

*Expenses  for  the  next  three  months  include  the  balance  for  iJiat  remote  truck,  as  well  as  enough  money  to 
carry  tlie  station  through  the  expected  duration  of  the  FCC  hearings,  when  a  lot  of  time,  money  and  energy 
will  have  to  be  diverted  toward  Washington. 

There  will  be  a  special  telephone  number  for  pledges  during  the  marathon.  And  there  will  be  a  second 
number  for  offering  and  requesting  a  barter  item.  In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  confusion  (and  leave  only 
the  necessary  confusion),  please  DO  NOT  call  KPFK's  regular  telephone  numbers. 

When  you  call  in  a  pledge,  be  sure  to  give  your  zip  code,  and  spell  your  name  for  the  poor  volunteer 
answering  the  phone.  If  you  send  in  your  pledge  before  receiving  our  "bill,"  don't  be  surprised  to  get  a 
"bill"  from  us  anyway.  These  will  go  out  automatically.  If,  however,  you  get  a  second  notice,  THEN  it's 
time  to  call  Hal  at  877-0991.  Make  your  check  or  money  order  payable  to  KPFK  and  send  it  to  KPFK,  Los 
Angeles,  California  90038. 

Now  all  you  have  to  do  is  pledge  during  the  first  part  of  the  marathon  so  we  can  get  on  with  what  we're 
about. 
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WASHINGTON,  Sept.  3— The 
Pacifica  Foundation,  which  is 
trying  to  open  Washington  and 
Houston  outlets  for  its  offbeat 
New  York  and  California  broad- 
casting operation,  has  encoun- 
tered new  problems  with  the 
Government  that  could  jeopar- 
dize its  survival. 

Almost  eighteen  months  ago, 
Pacifica  applied  to  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission 
for  a  vacant  FM  radio  channel 
here.  An  Evangelistic  church 
group  has  twice  filed  compet- 
ing applications  against  Pacifica 
— and  twice  been  rejected.  A 
third  application  by  the  group, 
recently  renamed  the  National 
Education  Foundation,  has  now 
been  accepted  for  consideration, 
and  the  F.C.C.  will  hold  a  com- 
parative hearing  on  the  case. 

The  hearings  on  the  Wash- 
ington license  will  include  a  for- 
mal inquiry  into  the  Pacifica 
Foundation's  previously  unques- 
tioned educational  status,  un- 
der which  it  has  been  licensed 
by  the  F.C.C.  for  more  than  a 
decade. 

Stations  on  Both  Coasts 

The  foundation  runs  WBAI 
in  New  York,  KPFA  and  KPFB 
in  Berkeley,  Calif,  and  KPFK  in 
Los  Angeles — all  nonprofit,  non- 
commercial stations,  financed 
by  the  annual  contributions  of 
about  30,000  individual  lis- 
teners. 


Pacifica  has  a  long  history  of 
irritating  Congress,  the  com- 
mercial broadcasting  industry, 
and  many  of  its  own  listeners. 
But  in  past  controversies,  the 
F.C.C.  has  been  the  foundation's 
stalwart  last  line  of  defense. 

In  1963.  the  Senate's  Internal 
Security  Subcommittee  made  an 
extended  investigation  of  charg- 
es that  the  Pacifica  stations, 
which  feature  the  political  com- 
mentary of  a  wide  range  of 
guests,  had  been  infiltrated  by 
the  Communist  party. 

The  F.C.C.  then  considered 
what  it  called  the  "Commmu- 
nist  party  affiliation  issue" 
before  it  renewed  the  Pacifica 
licenses,  but  found  that  neither 
the  Senate  nor  public  infor- 
mants had  produced  "any  evi- 
dence warranting  further  in- 
quiry." 

More  than  once,  renewal  of 
Pacifica's  license  has  been  op- 
posed on  grounds  that  four- 
letter  words  had  been  spoken 
over  the  air. 

Last  month  Senator  John  O. 
Pastore,  Democrat  of  Rhode 
Lsland,  described  the  recent  re- 
newal for  KPFK,  which  he  said 
had  "put  on  a  record  at  3 
o'clock  in  the  morning  that  had 
a  four-letter  word  in  it,"  as  a 
"scandal  that  will  live  forever 
in  F.C.C.  history." 

Commissioner  Robert  E.  Lee 
dissented  in  1964  from  the 
Pacifica  renewals  because  he 
considered  a  panel  discussion 


among  homosexuals  "lurid"  and 
"sensational.  '  The  commission 
majority  took  note  of  the  com- 
plaints about  Pacifica's  taste, 
but  denied  the  right  of  offended 
listeners  to  rule  such  program- 
ing off  the  airwaves. 

Last  winter  the  commission 
concluded  that  a  student  poem 
read  over  WBAI  by  Lester 
Campbell,  formerly  a  public 
school  teacher  in  Ocean  Hill- 
Brownsville,  was  "patently  anti- 
Semitic."  But  the  F.C.C.  unani- 
mously defended  the  station's 
right  to  include  such  material 
as  part  of  its  treatmente  of 
controversial  public  issues.
